OBITUARY 
W. H. TAYLOR 

The death of W. H. Taylor occured 
last Wednesday morning, May 2nd, 
in Glechen at the home of his son 
E. W. Taylor, at the ripe old age of 
77 years. The remains weer shipped 
that afternoon to Spokone, Wash., 
accompanied by his son and were 
laid to rest by the side of his wife. 
Besides Mr, E. W. Taylor he leaves 
another son and daughter to mourn 
his demise, Mr. Frank Taylor of 
Blackbutte, Mont., and Miss Ger- 
trude Taylor of St. Joseph Mo. 

Deceased has been ailing since he 
came to Gleichen about two years 
ago and for some months past he 
was not expected to recover, 

He was born in Hastings, Mich., 
and was a practical printer and 
journalist. 

Among the many newspapers he 
was employed on the Salt Lake Tri- 
bune, and was one of the founders of 
the Spokane Spoksman, which later 
amalgamated with the Review and is 
now known as the Spokesman-Re- 
view, 

In 1887 he was mayor of Spokane 
and in 1903 manager of the Spokane 
National Bank. For many years he 
was engaged in mining and real 
estaté and was widely known 
throughout the western Sates. 


The people of Cluny and district 
are expressing the greatest sympa- 
thy with Mr. Cevair in the loss of 
his wife at the Bassano hospital on 
May lst. There remains to mourn 
her loss besides her husband two 
children, a girl aged fifteen and a 
boy three and a half years old.

Empire Shopping Week, which was observed throughout Canada last 
month, appears to have made an especially strong appeal to the people of 
Western Canada, ‘This may be surprising to many people in the Eastern 
provinces who are still laboring under the delusion that British and Empire 
Kentiment is not overly strong in the West, and that it has been weakened 
by the influx of settlers of o(her than British origin, But it is not surprising 


to the average Westerner; on the contrary, to him it is but the natural out: | 


come of the thought and outlook of the West, 


It is not in the East, but in the West, that the strongest approval is giv- 
en to the British Preference feature in the Canadian tariff, and it is in the 
West, rather than the East, that public opinion favors further, albeit grad- 
ual, extensions of that Preference with a view to a lowering of duties and 
still greater cneouragement of British trade in this Dominion, In fact, there 
is a very strong sentiment in the West which would welcome the develop- 
ment of Preference to the point where all customs duties on British-made 
and British-produced goods were wiped out entirely. 

Empire Shopping Week had for its object the focussing of people's at- 
tention upon certain economic factors in the devlopment of Canadu as a 
component part of the British Commonwealth of Nations and of the Empire 
as a whole. Undoubtedly, sentiment provides a mighty urge to all Cana- 
dians to give a voluntary preference to Empire goods when making pur- 
chases, but, as was the case with prohibition of the liquor traffic, sentiment 
is not in itself sufficient. It is the economic factor Which, in these modern 
days, provides the most powerful argument. And Western Canada is pro- 
foundly interested in the economic factor 


World trade today is, as it has always been and always will be, a sys- 
tem of barter,--the exchange by one country of those products and article 


of which it produces a surplus to another country which requires these: 


things, and to accept payment therefore in other goods of which such coun- 
try produces a surplus but which the first mentioned country requires to 
import. Money is merely a convenient means of effecting such exchange. In 
other words, trade between nations operates on exactly the same principles as 
trade between individuals, 

Western Canada. and Cunada as a whole, has a surplus of products to 
sell, If those countries which require the things Canada has to sell are to he 
in a position to buy and pay for them, we must, in turn, buy from those 
countries the things they have to sell and which we cannot or do not pro- 
duce ourselves and must import. 

Last year Canada sold to the rest of the British Empire $200,000,000 
more products than we purchased from them, 


the line. Canada was enabled to pay the United States for the excess of 
goods imported because of its excess of sales to other parts of the Empire. 
While Canada did not lose by this proccdure, the Empire did not gain; in 
fact, it sostained loss. 

Now as our major exports must cross the seas to Great Britain, Ireland, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, it will be to Canada's advantage, in 
a purely business way, to buy as largely as possible in those countries and 
thus provide return cargoes for the ships which carry Canada's products 
into the markets of the far-flung British Empire. The larger these return 
cargoes, the more profitably can the vessels be operated, the greater the 
number of ships that will be put on these ocean lanes of transportation, the 
keener the competition for the business, and, as an inevitable economic re- 
sult, the lower the freight charges levied on both out-going and in-coming 
shipments, 


” 

The more Canada buys from its sister nations in the British Common- 
wealth, the more they can buy from us. The one re-acts on the other, and 
trade both ways can thus be built up and grow like the proverbial snowball. 
It has long been declared that “trade follows the flag,” but it is also true 
that the flag has followed trade, and to the traders otf the past we largely 
owe the Empire of today, 

It is equally true that the development of inter-Empire trade has a 
direct and pronounced effect on immigration, and, inasmuch as Canada 
is particularly anxious to secure a larger proportion of British settlers, the 
more we trade with Britain, the more widely will Canada and Canadian 
prpducts and Canadian resources and possibilities become known aniong the 
British people. 

The slogan of Empire Shopping Week is indubitably true,—'Empire 
Buycrs are Empire Builders." Let Canada build by buying.

Education and Religion 


| 
There is no subject in which the people of Western Canada take a deep- | 


er or more continuing interest than the subject of education, They demand 
the best for their children, and that they are prepared to pay for it is 
muinifested by the splendid school buildings which are an outstanding fea- 
ture in every Western city, town and village and in the steadily improving 
characier of rural school houses, coupled with the generous financial pro- 
vision made for the upkeep of the schools. Whatever complaint there may 
be in regard to the size of tax bills, the majority view is that, where prun- 
ing of expenditure is necessary, it must not be done at the expense of 
efficiency in education 

Demanding the best in education, there ts much difference of opinion as 
to what constitutes the ‘best’ and how it is to be attained. It is now gen- 
erally accepted that the state owes to every child the rudiments of an 
education, and is responsible for sceing that each boy and girl receives it. 
Education must, therefore, be state aided, and the state which provides the 
money must supervise and control the educational system and be responst- 
ble for it. The vast majority of people today will not to that 
responsibility being delegated to any other authority. 

People are, nowever, divided in opinion as to what should be taught in 
the schools, Roman Catholics hold tenaciously that a school without religion 
is godless and that character cannot be properly moulded or sound morals 
taught except through religious teaching, hence, as Father Ryan expresses 
it in “The Catholic World,” “the Church cannot regard as satisfactory any 
system of education in which religion is not the foundation of the whole 
curriculum.” Many Protestants, and an increasingly large number of them, 
agree. On the other hand, most Protestants insist that the state-aided schools 
shall be wholly secular, and that religious teaching the duty of the 
Church, the Sunday schools and the home, 

The educational systems of these Western Provinces are a compromise 
between these two opposing views in that they make provision for the es- 
tablishment of minority separate schools and for the use of the last half- 
hour of the regular school day for religious instruction if the trustees so 
decide. This compromise feature is objected to by many, and the opinion 
is frequently voiced that what this country should have is the national 
school system of the United States. 

A century ago, however, all religious sects in the United States, Protes- 
lant as well as Catholic, opposed the wholly secular public school, and in- 
sisted, as they had from the time-of the Puritans, upon religious training in 
the schools. Now, after a century of secular public schools, the churches of 
the United States are taking stock of the situation and looking results 
squarely in the face. The general tenor of the complaint of the Protestant 
ussemblies is “the comparative failure of the church’s religious education,” 
and that “neither the homes, nor the churches, nor the schools” provide anu

Nineteen of the principal Protestant bodies have 
formed the Council of Church Boards of Mducation for the purposes of car- 
rying out a program of religious instruction during public school hours te 
supplement the regular curriculum, The plan is as follows: On the request of 
the parent, a child is assigned at fixed periods each week for the study of 
religion under a teacher designated by the parent. These teachers are ap- 
pointed and supported by the sects, but their qualifications are to be the same 
as for other instructors. Likewise, the standard of work and the credit grant- 
ed are determined as for other subjects, Where no legal bar prevents, class- 
es have sometimes been held in the school buildings; otherwise, in rooms 
provided by the churches, Textbooks and study materials have been issued 
by the various denominational publishing hous 

Week-day religious instruction on public school time has been adopted 
in about eight hundred communities in over twenty States. In New York 
City, Catholics and Protestants have united to secure the arrangement there. 
Laws sanctioning this policy have been passed in Lowa, Minnesota, Ohio, 
Oregon and South Dakota, while court decisions in two States and official 
rulings in eight others have protected it. Mven where legislation nas been 
rejected, or no action taken, the plan is proceeding without interference. 

This trend of thought and action in the United States, where a national 
secular public school system has so long prevailed, is of interest, and the 
above outline is presented solely for the information of Western people 
anxious to discover what is best for their children and calculated to build 
up a strong Christian country.
